Spanheicn,  horn  of  noble  Parents,  her  Fa- 
ther named  Hildebert,  her  Leather  Matilda > 
Being  arrived  to  the  eighth  yeare  of  her  agey 
fht  was  [em  *a  Jutta,  to  the  Monaftery  of  Saint 
Difibod,  t*he  inftrntted.    growing  famous  in 
that  place  for  the  Vtfions  and  Revelations  Which 
(be  frequently  had,  even  from her  infancy ,  dk; 
vers  Emperours  and  iifhopsrand  among  others^ 
the  Patriarch  of  Hkrufalem  ,  made  their  ad- 
dress to  her,  deftring  by  their  Letters  to  be  re- 
membred  in  her  prayers.   But  what  was  more 
tbviotifly  remarkable  i  Was  thefirangeconfiux 
of  the  more  fuperftitious  multitude  to  her,  nay 
fofar,  as  that  many  Ladies  of  noble  e'xtratlm 
came,  and  both  put  on  the  fame  habit^md  oblu 
geitkemfclves  to  the  fame  cmrfe  of  life  which 


fhe  had  engaged  her  [elf  in.    Noft  the  place  a- 
forefaid  being  too  narrow  for  the  entertainment 
°f  f°  great  a  number (he  w,isy  by  a,  certain  reve- 
lation from  Heaven ,  commanded  to  remove 
thence  to  another called  the  Mount  ofS.  Rupert 
not  far  from  a  Town  now  called  Binghen,  where 
the  River  Naba  falls  into  the Rhine,  and  to  take 
thofe  of  her  Sodality  or  Inflitution  along  with 
her.  Whereupon  chooftng  out  eight e en  Virgins  , 
fhe  left  the  Monafterj  of  S.Ifib.od,  where  fie 
had  hitherto  lived,  to  the  great  grief  of  the 
Monkes  of  that  place  %  and  flamed  her  fe  If  with 
the  female  attendance  aforefaidin  another  Mo^ 
nafiery  built  upon  the  faid  Mount  by  fome  Ma* 
rgicall  ajfijtance,  where  they  lived  after  the  man- 
}nerof  a  Religious  life,  Hildcgard  being  confix 
tuted  Abbeffe  thereof.    She  is  alfo  {aid  to  have 
written  many  Books ,  whereof  we  arefurnifhed 
with  a  Catalogue  by  Trithcrnius  and  other  j,  as 
followeth.

She  had  »$  acquaintance  at  all  with  the  La- 
tine  Tongue,  as  fhe  acknowledges  her  [elf  tntbt 
Book  before  mentioned,  called  thejtmx^here 
the  exprefes  her  felf  to  this  effete.  Betng 
"come  to  the  mo  and  fortieth  ye  are  of  mr 
,  and  the  feventh  woneth  of  the  jaut 
"yearey  a  fiery  light, of  extraordinary  brtgtt- 
"nejfe,  coming  from  the  open  heaven,  dijjer- 
«fed  it  felf  all  about  my  Braine ,  Md  alt 
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about  my  heart,  and  all  about  my  Breafi,  as 
c<  aflame ,  yet  not  fuch  as  burns,  tut  fuch  as 
''warmes,  raifing  in  me  fuch  a  warmth,  as  the 
Sun  does  in  thofe  things  whereon  it  fheds 
I its  raJes-  And  immediately  I  was  illumina- 
ted with  the  under flanding  and  ex 'po fit ion  of 
^vooks,  as  for  instance  of the  Pfalter,  the  Gho- 
^  Ipels,  and  other  Catholick^  Volumes  as  Well  of 
|*  the  Old  as  New  Teftament ;  yet  notfo  as  that

But  her  manner  was  to  make  nfe  of  a  Secreta- 
ry a  faithful!  perfon,  whofe  bufmeffe  it  was,  be- 
ing well  skilled  in  the  rules  of  Grammar^  to  do 
all  things  withobfervance  of  cafesy  tenfes ,  and 
genders, yet  with  this  caution^  t  hat  i  neither  as  to 
the  fence  or  underfianding  of  what  was  written, 
he  Jhould  not  detract  from  any  thing,  or  adde 
ought.  She  is  reported  to  have  written  to  Pope 
Adrian,  and  t*  have  given  him  an  account  of 
Vehat  had  been  communicated  to  her  in  a  Celefti- 
«U  Vifion;  as  if  a  Voyce  had  faid  to  her,

She  is  very  Satyricall  in  inveighing  again  ft 
the  vices  and  mif carriages  of  the  Clergy  of  her 
time.  Whneupm  it  is  that  (he  in  a  certain 
place  faith :  <<  But  now  is  it  come  to  pafle,  that 
€<  the  great  eft  contemners  of  the  Law  are  tbcfe 
ie  who  by  their  funUions  ought  to  be  meft  ten- 
uder  thereof  ,  they  negleth  both  the  doing  and 
cC  teaching  of  that  which  is  good.  TheSptritu- 
"allMafters  ,  and  the  Prelates,  iuftice  being 
"flighted  and  (corned,  mind  nothing  but  their 
<c  own  eafe*  In  a  certain  vifion  [he  had  the 
Church  appeared  to  her  in  the  forme  of  a  Woman 
making  fad  complaints%  that  her  face  was  all 
beffattered  with  dirt  by  the  Prieftsthemfelves, 
and  her  garments  rent  in  pieces,  &e.  that  they 
neither  in  their  doUrine  nor  in  their  example 
were  guides  to  the  people  ;  b%t  rather  did  the 
contrary  :  that  they  forced  atyay  the  innocent 
Lamb  from  them%  She  f aid  moreover,  that  all 
&cclejiafticall  Institutions  grew  werfe  and  worfer 

and 
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tnd  that  the  'Trie ft s  did  not  teach,  but  rather  en- 
ieavoar  to  dtfkroy  the  Law  of  God.  And  that 
cor  thofe  horrid  wickedness  and  impieties,  fie 
threatens  and  foretells  the  heavy  wrath  and 
judgements  of  God  that  were  like  to  fall  upon 
them.

She  alfo  foretells  a  rettauration  of  %eligiont 
and  that  it  fhall  be  to  the  great  encouragement 
cf  the  Godly.  Then,  faith  fie,  fhall  the  [acred 
badges  of  Apoftolicall  Honour  be  divided,  be- 
came no  Region  (kail  be  fubieUtothe  Apoftolick^ 
See  ;  but  rather  it  fhall  come  into  contempt, 
through  the  dignity  of  that  name  ,  And  the  peo- 
ple fhall  make  other  men  and  Arch-bifiops  over 
them;  ittfomuch,  that  the  Apofto  lickjsee  {hall  at 
that  time  be  brought  fo  low  in  point  of  Soverain- 
tyjthat  there  will  be  onely  Rome,  and  fame  few 
places  adjacent  (hall  acknowledge  its  ffirimall 
jnrifdittien.   *How  thefe  things  fhall  com?  to 
yaffe,  partly  through  warres  and  invafions,  And 
partly  alfo  through  the  common  confutations 
and  confent  of  both  Ecdefiaftkall  and  fecular 
Powers.Then  fhall  fuftice  reaffttme  Us  place  and 
ma:eftyagain>fo  that  in  thofe  day  es^nen  fhall  be 
made  acquainted  with  the  ancient  cuflomes  and 
manner  of  living  of  thofe  that  went  before  them, 
and  fhall  accordingly  obferve  them,  and  behave 
themfelvesfuitablj  thereto,  as  the  Ancients  did.

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THerewerepubli{hed,of  thefaid  Saint  Mdtgiri^ 
many  predion*  and  Prophecies,  as  alfo  feven  o- 
ther  very  profitable  Books,  which  were,  by  eminent 
Writers  in  the  Councel  of  Trier,  nine^  Arch-bifhopsj 
and  particularly  thofe  of  Mogmm  and  Trier ,  approved 
of  Which  faid  Volumes ,  as  alfo  the  Inftruments 
wherein  they  were  approved,  were  to  be  found  in  the 
JMonaftery  confccratcd  to  Saint  Rupert  *  not  forre  from 
Binghtn,  when-  Johanna  Wolfius  writ  thefe  things :  but 
the  Monaftery  coming  to  be  deftroyed  by  the  wars  of 
Germany,  they  were  either  loll,  or  tranflated  thence 
to  fome  other  place.  She  lived  about  the  Yeare  of 
Chrift  MCLXXX.  Among  many  Other  Prophecies  ot 
Saint  HMtgtrd,  whereof  diverfe  arc  already  come  to 
paife,  is  found  alfo  that  which  Mow* ,  which  to i  wha« 
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Ordtr  of  men  it  can  be  more  truly  and  pertinently  ap- 
plyed,  then  to  that  of  the  ]  E  S  V  I  T  S,  will  foon  ap- 
pear both  by  the  text  and  remarks  thereon.

Thusfarre  the  Prophecy  it  felf  >  of  which  and  the 
Jike ,  what  to  think,  and  what  credit  is  to  be  given 
thereto,  others  have  given  their  opinions,  vt^.  that 
it  is  not  impoffible  Proprieties  and  Predictions  of  this 
kind  may  amount  to  no  more  then  the  dreams  of  me* 
lancholy,'  fupcrftitious,  and  diftempercd  perfQj&s,  fiich 
as  of  which  it  may  be  faid, 

Augnrium  vanum  vani  docUere  parentes9 
Cut  credent,  digms  deciphturerit. 
But  to  deny  all  credit  to  Prophecies  is  to  be  guilty  of 
an  incredulity  greater  then  that  of  the  incrcdulcW 
O  2 
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7fom*f  .Nor  arc  we  to  think  what  Godjfjith  by  the  Pro- 
phet Joel,  to  be  fpoken  in  vain,  that  in  the  laft  dayet, 
the  old  men  jbould  dream  dreams  and  fee  vifions,  and  the 
fonnes  and  daughters  prophecy.  Many  examples  might 
be  alledged  of  Prophecies  of  this  kind  which  the  e, 
vent  hath  confirm'd  to  be  true,  and  therefore  they  may 
challenge  belief,  when  they  are  in  their  effefts  fulfil- 
led. 

But  for  whatwehaveattheprefent  to  do  with,  it 
is  to  be  obferved,  that  it  was  approved  in  thc  Coun- 
cell  of  trier ,  as  may  be  fcen  in  the  precedent  life 
of  Saint  Hildegard ;  whereto  is  added  the  fufTrageof 
Eugenius  the  third,  Bifhopof  Rome,  which  according 
to  both  Jefuits  and  Canonifts,  is  an  extraordinary  au> 
thenticarion. 

But  the  Society  may  object,  that,  all  this  granted, 
this  prophecy  is  not  more  applicable  to  them,  then 
to  the  Francijcans ,  Dominicans,  AuguQhes,  Minoihes, 
or  indeed  the  whole  Clergy.  To  this  all  that  can  be 
anfwercd,  is,  to  defire  the  Reader  very  fcrioufly  to 
confider,  firft the  words  of  the  Prophecy,  and  thence 
direct  his  thoughts  on  the  Life ,  VoUrine,  Manners , 
and  Humours  of  the  jfe/Sws;  and  comparing  the  one 
with  the  other,  he  will ,  if  I  miftake  not ,  find,  that 
they  cannot  be  fo  pertinently  attributed  to  any  Or 
der  as  this  laft  of  the  Jefuits.  To  which  purpofe,  the 
enfuing  Remarks  are  laid  down  by  way  of  comparifon 
between  the  Prophecy  and  the  Society,  tolhcw  that  it, 
and  no  other,  is  defign'd  thereby. 


Paragraph  i.  In  diebus  Hits  furget  gens  infenfata, 
In  thofe  dayes  fiall  arife  a  fort  of  people  that  will  be  in- 
fenfate.  )  Some  haply  may  wonder  why  (he  fhould 
call  thejeftiits  aninfenfatefortof  people,  when  it  is 
known  to  all,  the  world  affords  not  any  thing  more 
crafty ,  or  overreaching  then  that  Scft  Infomuch 
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that  a  certain  Germane  Prince  was  wont  to  fay  of  it  } 
What  the  Devil  kpopps  not,  ajefmt  doth.  And  ano- 
ther ufed  this  Simile  of  them ;  At  {am  as  the  Devill 
exceeds  men  in  craft  and  mifchief9  fo  far  do  the  Jefu* 
its  exceed  the  DevW  himfelf  in  flights  and  elufions.  But 
fhe  calls  them  infenfate,  becaufe  they  above  all  others 
advance  and  maintain  opinions  and  maximes  contrary 
to  thole  of  other  men ,  and  fuch  as  are  inconfi- 
ftent  with  common  fence,  fo  as  it- may  be  faid  of  a 

lit  femper  c&ntrarius  efio. 

Whence  it  comes  that  they  are  by  fome  called  $tv« 
hi  and  Siekid*,  as  oppofing  the  generall  Tenet  of  all 
other  men,  and  out  of  an  unparallelPd  obftinacy,  de- 
nying things  as  cleare  as  that  the  Sunne  (bines  at 
noon.    Or  haply  f  becaufe  they  have  put  off  all  fence 
of  humanity  and  commiftration ,  whether  they  have 
ta  do  with  Heretkk*  or  Catholickj  it  matters  not,  if 
they  will  not  comply  with  their  defircs  •  as  alfo  in 
their  maintaining  of  Murther  and  other  Enormities 
lawfully  committed  upon  the  flighted  grounds  imagi- 
nable.   This  the  Monks  of  Portugal  felt  very  heavier 
when  Philip  the  Second  of  Caflile ,  how  juftlyorun- 
juftly  I  fay  not ,  made  an  hoftile  invafion  into  the 
Kmgdome,    But  it  may  alfo  be  imagined  that  the  in* 
fatiate  Brutality  here  attributed  to  them,  hath  fome 
allufion  to  thofe  Enthufiafmes,  which  the  Jefuits  ve  - 
ry much  pretend  to  ,  and  for  which  they  much  cele- 
brate their  Founder  Ignatius ,  as  when  he  abftained 
from  fuftenance  a  whole  week  together,  as  Orlandi* 
ms9  a  member  of  the  Society,  affirmes  Chapter  i« 
page  26  or  when  he  ran  into  a  Poole  of  water,  to  de- 
terre  a  light  woman  of  his  acquaintance  from  a  venereal 
inflammation*  Ibid  pag.69.  Or  when  he  is  faid  to  be  in 
O  3  i  affc 
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an  cxftaey  for  the  fpaceof  eight  dayes  together.  /.  i. 
22.  Or  when  he  had  celeftiall  Vifions,  L.  i.  p.  13.  27." 
34. 4°-  though  the  JefuitkallCatech'tfme  fcems  to  make 
the  fame  I  gnat  m  *  perfon  fo  ftupid  that  he  was  not 
admitted  to  Catechifation  for  the  (pace  of  four  years. 
ffgt  64. 

Parag.  2.  Pompofa',  additied  to  pomp)  then  which 
nothing  could  have  been  more  oracularly  fpoken,  for 
what  indeed  is  the  whole  Inftitution,  but pompe  ?  There 
is  nothing  fo  apparent  in  their  humours,  carriage, 
aftions.  For  though  they  feem  in  their  difcourfes  to 
mkc  profeflion  of  humility,  yet  is  there  not  any 
thing  they  really  lefTe  intend,  then  fubmifTion  of 
mind.  They  are  full  of  pompe  and  fumptuoufnetTe 
in  their  gate,  in  the  ftrofture  of  their  Churches ,  Col* 
ledges,  Gardens,  Houfes  of  recreation,  Schools,  in 
their  teaching,  reading,  profiling ,  finging,  ailing  of 
Comedies,  in  their  Frocejjfons  ;  in  a  word,  all  things 
are  done  with  fuch  afteftation,  oftentation,  pompe 
and theatricall  magnificence,  as  in  the  apprchenfions 
of  all  others  are  inconfiftent  with  the  fimplicity  and 
aufterities  of  a  Religious  Inftitution ,  and  no  fmall 
fcandall  to  the  generall  profeffion  of  Chriftians. 

Parag.  3.  Cupida;  Covetous)  To  produce  exam- 
ples to  make  this  moremanifeft,  were  to  demonftrate 
that  fire  is  hot  :  it  is  a  thing  notorious  to  all  the 
world,  and  lyes  very  heavicupon  the  whole  Clergy 
whofc  fighs  and  groans  are  fufficient  arguments  of  the 
burthen  they  feelc.  Bring,  bring  ,  are  their  morning 
prayers ;  Give,  give ,  their  evening.  They  who  de- 
tfre  further  fatisfaflion  may  look  into  thomas  dt  Ver- 
gat,  in  his  Book  Of  the  flights  and  flratagems  of  the 
Jefuits,  C.  2$,  32.  33.  44.  4$.  46.  47.  and  Speculum 
Jefuiticum,  Mantifs.  6.9. 13.  16.  The  Jefuits  and  4 
Beggars  wallet  are  both  in  the  fame  predicament,  fick 
of  the  fame  difeafe,  infatiable. 

Parag.  4.  Perfidia;  Perfidious)  Towards  God, 
Princes,  People,  and  efpecially  the  reft  ef  the  Clergy. 

To 
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To  Gq&,  in  that  having  made  a  folemnevow  andpro-v 
mifc  in  their  Bapcitmc  to  be  faithfuli  to  him ,  they  af- 
terward fweare  allegiance  to  lgnatm.    To  Frinces, 
chat  is  to  fay,  all  Kings  and  fuprcme  Magnates,  ex- 
cept the  King  of  Spa'me  whofe  fpiriroall  JanKams 
they  arc   They  maintain  him  with  their  pens  ne 
them,  with  the  fword.   To  the  Feople,  who  have  fo 
often  fmarted  for  their  treacheries  and  the  inconitan- 
cy  of  their  humours  and  intcrcftf .   Nor  is  it  enough 
that  they  are  therafdves  guilty  of  breaches  of  fidelity- 
towards  the  Secular  powers  of  the  World,  but  they 
are  the  encouragers,  maintained  and  abettors  ot  all  tne 
like  breathes  in  others    fo  that  now  in  matters  of  cor- 
refpondence,  commerce  and  contract,  a  man  is  no  lon^ 
cer  ty'd  to  the  obfervance  of  promifes,  then  it  lhall  be 
for  his  advantage  to  do  it.    By  their  exafperations 
and  fuggeftions  came  the  toleration  of  Religions  in 
France  to  be  fo  much  difturbM  ,  and  the  enfuing  cala- 
mities occafioncd.    By  whofe  means  Came  the  Edicts 
of  Ferdinand  the  fecond  for  a  free  exercife  of  Religi- 
on granted  to  the  Bebmtnsi  Auflrians,  Camtbtam, 
Moravians  &c.    to  be  broken  and  repeal  d,  but  by 
that  of  the  lefuits  >    By  whofe  pcrfuafion  came  the 
Umc  Ferdinand  to  violate  the  priviledges  fworn  to  by 
him  at  his  coronation  before  the  Electors,  but  by 
theirs  i  By  whofe  inftigation*  did  the  fame  Ferdinand 
putouttheEdia  concerning  the  reftitution  of  Ecclc- 
fiafticall  Goods ,  whereby  he  brought  the  Houfe  of 
Auftria,  and  the  whole  Empire  into  inextricable  mcon, 
venicnecs,  but  by  theirs  >   Who  are  they  that  teach , 
preach,  maintain  in  their  writings,  that  all  Tranlacti- 
ons,  pacifications*  accommodations  are  fo  long  to  be  • 
obferved  as  the  Pope  and  thcmfelves  think  it  conve- 
nient,  bat  the  K«fti  ?  To  what  end  ferve  all  their  - 
cvafions ,  prevarications ,  equivocations  and  mental! 
refcrvations,  but  to  elude  all  they  have  to  do  with,  and 
to  make  a  certain  Science  of  perfidioufnefle  $  See 
IbomasdeVerias  c.  41.42-   The  awfuii  obfervance  of 
©  4  oaths  h 
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oaths,  proraife*,  engagements,  is  a  thing  not  men- 
tioned in  the  Jtfuhs  GofpeJ,  where  it  is  almoft  a  ma- 
ximc,KHcibMs  puerosy  juramentis  vhos  fallendos,  That 
children  arc  to  be  deceived  withtoyefj  men  eluded 
with  oaths. 

Parag.  $.    Vthft  ;  full  of  deceit  J   This  is  ever 
a  near  neighbour  to  the  precedent  j  for  it  feJdome 
happens  that  he  who  is  perfidious  and  treacherous,  is 
not  alfo  fraudulent*  and  he  who  is  fraudulent,  imot 
guilty  in  fome  meafure  of  perfidioufnefle.  Virgil's 
Sim  compared  with  thefe  was  a  fimpie  haraneleffc  fel- 
low: thefc  are  not  fo  much  deceitful!,  as  made  up  of 
Wlacy  and  deceit,  nay,  they  are  elTentiail  to  them. 
Tnisrs  the  end  and  defjgne  of  their  fo  much  recom- 
mended amphibologies  and  equivocations.  Noto- 
rious were  titofe  of  the  EogHfh  Jefuite  Father  Q*u 
net.    To  this  head  may  be  referred  feigned  and  fup- 
pofititious  Letters,  and  the  counterfcitings  of  other 
mens  Sealcs.   Mercurius  Jefmicus  relates,  that  in  the 
yeare  M.  DC.  IX.  when  they  were  about  to  build 
a  Colledge  at  ln)ei  in  France,  to  carry  on  the  bufi- 
ncfle  with  more  expedition  and  encouragement,  they 
writ  to  the  King  that  the  Inhabitants  were  extremely 
defirousof  it,  and  byway  of  anfwer  produced  Let- 
ters from  him  to  them,  wherein  the  King  encouraged 
and  commanded  them  to  accommodate  the  Fathers  > 
but  in  both ,  the  forgery  of  the  Jefuits  was  moft  re- 
markable.   Having  counterfeited  the  publick  Seal  of 
the-  City  of  Rocbtl,  they  figned  Letters  therewith, 
Wicn  being  accidentally  intercepted,  brought  the  Ro- 
•chellers  into  a  fad  and  deplorable  warre.   But  their 
tranfeendency  in  deceiving  and  circumventing  is  not 
fo  notorious  in  any  thing  as  the  famous  Hiftory  of 
Cpttaba,  which  happened  in  the  yeare  one  thoufand  fix 
hundred  twenty  eight,  which  who  defires  to  confult 
may  find  in  Greek  and  Latinc,  at  the  end  of  the  book 
called  MTSTERIA    PATKVM  jESVilAKVM^ 
r  nnted  one  thoufand  fix  hundred  thirty  three,  writi 

ten 
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ten,  by  way  of  Letter,  by  Gregorius  Hieronmathui 
the  Patriarch,  Much  alfo  to  the  fame  effect  may  be 
fecnin  the ANTICOITON,  as  alfo  in  SFEQVUVM 
jESVltlGVM. 

Parag.  6,  Peccata  populi  comedet ,  that  flail  feed 
upon  the  ftmes  of  the  people  )  This  hath  feme  rclati  on 
tothofe  that  drive  a  trade  of  Indulgences.  But  they 
have  a  more  fubtle  and  more  gainfull  way,  that  is,  they 
of  all  men,  are  the  moft  experienced  in  the  advanta«* 
ges  are  to  bemadeinthcConfefnons  of  Kings,  Prin*- 
ces  an  i  other  illuftrious  perfens,  by  whom  the  ordina- 
ry fort  of  pe  pie  are  governed  and  difpofed.  Thefc 
they  haveaknacktoengrofleto  themfclves,  and  fo  to 
order  them  as  to  make  their  Kitchins  warme,  and  their 
purfes  heavy.  This  is  fo  apparent  every  where,  that 
it  is  their  own  complaint,  but  full  of  oftentation  and 
defign,  that  they  are  overwhelmed  with  the  innumera- 
ble conflux  of  Penitents  that  addreffe  themfelves  to 
them,   See  more  hereafter. 

Parag,  7.  Ordintm  quorundam  tmenitum  devotam* 
rum  fob  diffmulatk  merdicanmrn  fpeck  tenentes  x  Affu* 
ming  to  themfelves  the  title  of  an  ORDER  of  men  de- 
vout and  fearing  God,  under  a  perfinated  ufmblance  of 
poverty  :  )  All  which  words  require  our  particular 
confederation  and  expofition.  Afluming  to  themfelves 
the  title  of  an  Order,  forfeit  feems  they  will  needs  be 
called,  and  take  it  rnoft  hcynoufly  when  any  on.a  gives 
them  the  denomination  of  MONKES  or  FRIEBS  De*> 
voutand  fearing  God  v  they  indeed  put  on  a  fhewo€ 
much  feare  and  refcrvednefle,  as  alfo  pretend  to  a  more 
then  ordinary  degree  of  devotion,  asfuch  asftrvethc 
Lord  with  fear  and  trembling.  But  all  proceeds  from 
their  exquifue  Sycophancy  and  perfonation  >  for  they 
are  fo  far  from  being  fearfuil  *  that  they  are  cxcefflvely 
confident  and  ready  for  any  mifchief^and  if  they  be  guiK 
sy  of  any  devotion,  it  is  in  order  to  do  fomcwhatthat  is 
indire&,and  to  carry  on  his  ends  whofe  Rule  and  infti- 
tution  they  arc  fwom  to,  Under  a  perfonatei  fefemblm*^ 
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cf  Poverty,  What  ever  they  do,  what  ever  they  med- 
dle with,  whatever  they  are  conccrn'din,  is  not  free 
from  diffimulation  and  impofturc ,  nay  it  is  that  part 
of  their  trade  they  now  make  the  greateft  advantages 
of.  To  this  may  haply  relate  what  the  Jcfuit  Orlandu 
ms  fathers  upon  their  own  Ignatius .  /.  i .  p.  2  o.  that 
Ignatius,  being  entertained  at  the  Hofpitall  of  S-lukear 
Mjnorifla,  puffer  ed  hit  haire  fwhich  according  to  the  fafb'u 
on  of  that  time  trot  very  tong  J  hit  beard  and  nayles  to  grow 
negletfedly,  and  hit  whole  countenance  to  be  fordid.  Hit 
chatbingwasa  piece  of  courfe  facecloth-,  his  bed,  the 
bare  ground,  his  fleep  very  little,  and  that  fub)etl  to 
mia  night  interruptions  by  his  prayers.  Ihrice  every  day 
he  very  unmercifully  difciplindhimfelf;  feaven  houres  he 
fpent  upon  his  kjiees  inftverall  prayers,  not  accounting  the 
time  which  he  on  the  fame  dayes  beSowed  in  hearing  Majfey 
and  faying  the-feverall  parts  of  the  Office.  He  faffed 
whole  weeks  together,  taking  no  fuflenahce  but  a  fmall 
pifce  of  bread,  which  he  had  begged,  and  water,  and  that 
ohely  once  a  day.  Onely  upon  the  Sundayes ,  when  he 
went  to  the  Sacrament  of  Penance^  and  communicated,  he 
remitted  fomewhat  of  the  feverity  of  his  abflinence,  if  he 
had  the  convenience  to  do  it.  If  he  could  fo  acquit  him- 
felf  of  thefe  emphyments  as  to  have  any  fpare  time,  he  ei- 
ther miniflred  to  the  ficky  or  begged  almes  to  bt  beftowed 
vpon  other  pooremen,  or  by  devout  and  pious  difcourfes ^en- 
deavoured to  mak$  thofe  he  met  better  then  they  were, making 
it  his  conttant  bufineffe  to  be  everfo  employed  asnot  to  afford 
his  body  , any  indulgence.  Here  is  certainly  the  deferi- 
ptibn  of  a  man  truly  devout,  and  working  out  his fal- 
vajion  with  fearc  and  trembling  ;  but  whether  it  be 
truly  attributed  to  theperfon  on  whom  it  is  beftow'd 
is ;  that  which  is  much  in  queftion,  as  being  cxrre3mly 
at  a  diftance  with  the  rules  of  the  Inftitution  in  things 
relating  to  Diet  and  the  Kiuhin,  and  much  more  with 
tht  praftifc  of  thofe  who  oblige  themfelm  thereto 
there  being  not  a  more  delicate  fort  of  people  in  the* 
wo/ld  befides*  as  Hull  befhown  hereafter.    Not  to

Their 
pcrfuafions  wrought  fo  much  oh  Philip  the  fecond  of 
Spain,  that  hc  treated  his  fonnc  Charles  moft  unwor- 
thily, keeping  him  a  long  time  in  prifon,  whereat 
laft  he  dyed,  but  how,  God  oncly  knows.  Canifius  the 
Jefuit  writ  a  Letter  to  the  Emperour  Ferdinand, where- 
in he  would  perfuadc  him  that  his  fonne  Maximilian  had 
fome  thoughts  of  embracing  the  Augufline  ConfefTion  , 
and  therefore  was  to  be  feverely  treated  (  as  Philip  m'A 
his  fonne  Charles)  or  banifh'd  the  Empire :  which  Lct« 
ter  of  Canifius  was,  after  the  death  of  Ferdinand,  found 
among  his  fecret  papers,?  yet  dd  not  Maximilian 
call  the  Jefuk  to  an  account  for  it  further  then  an  ex- 
population.

Jy  come  by.  A  man  ventures  the  breach  of  a  com* 
mandment  with  a  woman,  for  his  pleafure  and  enjoy- 
ment fake.  Thewickedcft  men  propofetothemfelvts, 
fome,  though  but  an  apparent  good  in  their  anions. 
So  what  mifchief  is  done  by  the  Jefuit,  proceeds  from 
their  extraordinary  care  for  the  accommodations  and 
enjoyments  of  life.  The  belly  is  the  matter  of  many 
bad  arts,  and  the  inventor  of  many  5  but  whats  be- 
low it  and  what's  about  it  of  more.

But  the  holy  woman's 
meaning  by  foure,  is  principally  foure  *,  (be  names  on- 
ly foure,  the  reft  flic  leaves  to  the  Reader  to  findc  out 
himfclf. 

Adulationem,  et  eisUrge)  daturi  Flattery  ^that 
large  gifts  maybebejlonedon  them,  J  For  their  flatte- 
ries fomewhat  hath  been  faid  thereof  in  the  precedent 
paragraphs,  and  particularly  that  which  begins  artem 
adulantium  affumentet.  Nor  is  it  without  dedgn  thai 
they  are  fo  well  vers'd  in  ic  ,  that  is  ,  that  they  may 
the  better  furnifh  themfelves  with  the  accommodate 
ons  of  life.  Who  ever  grew  rich,  who  ever  procured 
friends  by  telling  of  troth  ?  No,  foothings,  flatteries, 
and  infinnations  are  the  moft  approved  receipts  for 
thatpurpofe  Wcfinde  in  Scripture  what  become  of 
Nathan  and  John  Baptift,  alas,  ignorant,  plain-dealing 
men,  they  had  not  the  Ignatian  Art. 

21,  Invidiam,  quattdo  aliis  dabitur  nonipfu  f 
Envy,  that  any  thing  is  befl owed  on  others  and  thy  get  no- 
thing. 2  Though  rhey  are  the  richeft  beggers  that  e- 
ver  were,  yet  can  they  not  but  take  it  heinoufly  that 
any  thing  fills  befides  their  wallets.  They  are  ever 
the  flrft  ferved,  they  prevent  all  others,  and  like  fup- 
planting  Jacobs  carry  away  the  firft  bleffing.  And  yet 
how  heavy  they  lie  upon  all  other  Orders  and  the  whole 
clergy,  the  complaints  are  general.  But  had  we  loft 
all  examples  as  to  this  particular,  there  needed  no 
more  then  to  inftance  in  their  vaft  tevenues,  and  coL 
ledges  like  Royal  places.

'Tis  an  art  they  ftudy  beyond  all  other,  | 
as  fuch  as  they  know  how  to  make  their  advantages  of 
in  Courts,  in  palaces,  in  the  pulpit,  in  the  fchools?  in 
commerces^  in  convention,  mall  things,  The  divi* 
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fions  of  it,  arc  fimulation ,  diffimulation,  fycophancy, 
evafions,  prevarications,  mental!  rtfervations ,  ad- 
vocations, rcftitutions ,  directions  and  diversions  of 
the  intention,  advantageous  interpretations  of  favou- 
rable circumftances,  and  many  other  fuch  like  com- 
mon places,  which  who  is  once  well  read  in,  may  e* 
lude  all  he  converfes  with,  and  fay  and  unfay  what  he 
pleafe  at  the  fame  time.  Who  defires  particulars  may 
confult  the  Myftery  of  Jefunifmt  5  Myftma  Fatrum  Je« 
fuiurum,  This  is  alfo  a  moft  compendious  way  to 
infinuate  into  the  favour  of  great  men ,  and  to  -get 
an  influence  over  rich  Widdowes.  Excellent  in  this 
Art  was  F.  Cotton,  Confeffour  to  Henry  IV.of  France. 
Parag-  23.  Detrafiationem,  ut  fe  ipfos  cemmendant 
fxtdlant ,  alios  vituperent,  propter  laudem  homr 
mm  ,  feduftionem  ftmplicium ,  ac  fine  devotione  & 
exemplo  DstraZlion  or  Calumny,  that  they  might  ce* 
kbrate  and  commend  themfeives,  to  the  difparagement  of 
others,  to  gainepraife  among  men  and  to  f educe  the  fun" 
pie,  and  that  without  any.  devotion  or  example,  j  How 
pertinently  is  this  applicable  to  the  Society,  ejcdifc 
lively  toall  othtr  Ordersor  communities  of  men,  Re- 
ligions or  prophane  ?  Who  are  the  countenances 
of  Calumny,  and  take  it  amhTe  that,  though  Courts  and 
Kingdomes  are  put  into  combuftion  by  the  advance  of 
fo  horrid  a  tenent,  it  is  not  publickly  taught  and 
praaifed/  See  the  Myftery  of  Jefmtifme ,  LETTER 
XV.  &c.  and  you  will  find  who  they  are,  and  whom 
the  honeft  plain  dealing  Capuchin  confidently  charges 
witha  MENT1RI  IMPUDENTISSIME.So  that  all  tru- 
ly  eonfider'd,  it  may  be  imagin  d,that  it  is  through  de- 
traction and  contempt  of  others,  the  commendation 
and  overweening  opinion  they  have  of  themfelves,they 
are  arrived  to  that  height  of  cfteem  and  authority 
wherein  We  now  find  them.  Of  this  the  Univcrfities 
of  France^  thofeof  the  Low-Countries,  Poland,  Italy  , 
have  had  fufficient  experience,  as  may  be  fee  n  in  the 
Jefuiticall  Mercury  in  feverall  places. 
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All  other  Religious  Orders  and  CommunitieVTuvc 
felt  the  burthen  of  their  Calumny,  as  being  by  them 
treated  no  otherwife  then  with  the  tcrmes  of  Ajfcs,  1- 
gnoramus\  Dro/iw,  fit  onely  toconfume  the  allowances 
of  the  laborious  Bees ,  and  the  like ,  whereby  they 
aiake  them  as  defpicable  as  they  can  in  the  appreheiifi- 
ons  of  others.   And  how  can  it  be  otherwife,  when 
they  make  it  appear  both  in  their  tenets  and  pratfifes , 
that  the  moft  infallible  way  to  get  into  honours,  digni- 
ties, wealth*    fuperiority,  k,  by  the  depreffion  and 
ruines  of  others.   The  fad  rcmonftrances  of  the  gene- 
rality of  the  Englifh  Catholicks  is  but  too  pregnant  an 
example  of  this  truth.,  and  their  perpetuall  complaints 
to  the  See  of  Rome  againft  the  ufurpations  of  thej*- 
fu'us  an  argument  of  the  little  rcdrcfieof  their  exor- 
bitances.  The  ftory  of  Wisbkh  is  yet  like  the  head 
of  an  arrow  in  the  breafts  of  the  fecular  Clergy ,  as  re- 
flecting on,  and  daily  feeling  the  extremities  they  have 
been  reduced  to,  fince  thofc  fpirits  of.  di? ifion  came  a- 
mong  them  and  difturbed  their  peace.    They  are  the 
Eagles  that  foar  above  the  clouds,  others  onely  reptile 
animals  to  be  trod  under  their  feet.    Hence  is  it,  that 
they  pretend  all  Monafteries  and  fuch  like  places  be* 
long  to  them,  and  endeavour  all  they  can  to  get  them 
into  their  hands.    In  the  time  of  Gregory  Xl  11.  they 
had  by  their  falfe  fuggeftions,  almoft  wrcfted  the  Mo- 
naftery  of  Saint  Paul  from  the  Benediflines .    In  the 
time  of  Clement  VIII,  they,  by  the  fame  artifices,  but 
ineffectually,  would  have  forced  the  C arthufi an  Mona. 
fiery  near  Lucerna  from  thofe  of  that  Order,  The  like 
they  would  have  done  to  the  Carmelites  at  Anln>erpe,but 
with  the  fame  fucceflc.   The  Colledge  they  have  at 
Nuys  they  by  artifice  and  calumny  worm'd  out  of  the 
hands  of  other  Monkes ,  whom  they  forced  away 
thence.    See  a  booke  entituled,CM/cwit/*  Jefuharumy 
and  Spec.  Jefuti.  Mant.  6. 

The  fame  courfc  they  take  to  infinuate  themfelrcs 
into  the  favour  of  men,  They  difpraife  all,  they  onc- 
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ly  arc  the  excellent  directors  of  youth,  their  books 
and  precept*  arc  onely  to  be  followed  %  what  ever  other 
people  publifh  are  fit  onely  for  Grocers  and  Tobacco  - 
fhops.  They  arc  onely  2  flight  of  Fhenixes%  Angelical] 
Preachers*  the  great  Mailers  of  Eloquence,  Nor  doth 
their  arrogation  of  Auricular  Confeflion  to  themfelvcs, 
andadminiftrationof  the  Sacraments,  contrary  to  the 
prohibition  of  Superiours  and  Bifhops,  argue  lefle  then 
a  certain  infolent  opinion  of  themfelves,  that  they  one- 
ly are  fit  to  have  the  mannagement  and  conduct  of  all 
Souls,  and  that  all  others  were  ordained  to  truckle  un- 
der them.  But  it  is  to  be  obferved,  that  S.  Uildegatd 
addes,  that,  all  h  donate  gain  praife  among  men  9  and  fe- 
iuce  the  fimple.  It  is  their  own,  not  Gods  glory,  which 
as  the  Pharifees  of  old ,  they  feck  :  whence  it  comes, 
that  whatever  is  done  among  them,  fpcaks  pomp  and  o- 
ftenration,  and  out  of  dtfign  upon  the  fimple,  that  is 
to  fay,  of  fuch  importance  is  it  handfomely  to  caft  a 
mift  before  the  eyes  of  people.  See  their  own  Hydro- 
picall  Velumes,  efpecially  that  intractable  collection 
of  their  own  Encomiums,  put  out  in  1 640.  under  the 
Title  of  Imagines.  Sec  the  Hiflory  of  the  Satiety  of  Je* 
fns9  put  out  at  Rome  by  Nicholas  Orlandinw ,  Printed 
To  thefemay  be  added  Scribaniufs  Iheatrum 
honork.  What  horrid  faggoting  of  calumnies  upon  o- 
ther  men  and  mutuall  clogies  and  celebrations  of  them- 
felves (hall  an  unprejudiced  and  unbewitched  Reader 
find  in  themj  and  all,  if  we  may  believe  this  holy  Wo- 
man, in  order  to  their  vain  glory,  and  the  feduction  of 
thelimple,  without  any  devotion  or  example  of  godlincflfe 
and  fincerity.

{ball  be  great  pretenders  to  Martyr  dome  J  Of  their  con; 
verfion  of  the  Indies  and  Plantation  of  Chrijiian  Reli- 
gion there,  there  is  anauthentick  difcovery  in  the  My* 
fiery  of  Jefuitifme-  LET.  V.  Now.how  a  man  can  have 
any  confidence  of  their  Martyrolcgies,  when  there  was 
fuch  palliations  in  the  introduction  of  Religion,  is 
P  2  fome 
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fomewhat  hard  to  imagine.  For  their  EpiffieTfroiir??- 
pan9  and  their  Indian  Relations,  if,  out  of  civility  and 
ftendernefie  to  pcrfons  of  a  Religious  Inftitution,  w« 
grant  there  may  be  fome  truth,  it  were  on  the  other 
fid e  but  prudence,  in  many,  to  turne  Sceptikj,   and  fu- 
fpend  our  bclief.eonfidering  alfo  the  pcrfons  and  places 
they  come  from.  For  thofe  who  dy  for  treafons,  confpi- 
racies  and  other  crimes  againft  the  civill  Magiftratc,  and 
are  'put,  qutjefuitsm  the  martyroIogy,thatisi  to  prove 
it  done  by  them,there  needs  onJy  a  fliort  ftory  of  Pope 
Vrhan,  who  hearing  that  fome  Englifh  then  at  Rome , 
thought  it  both  ridiculous  and  a  fcandall  to  Religion, 
tofindthepiclureofF.a*™rf,  (^one  of  the  Powder- 
plotters,  )  among  thofe  of  the  Martyrs  of  the  Society;

Delrahent  principibus  facuhribuf,  they 
fiall  derogate  from  fecular  Frinces.  )  Whether  they  ac- 
knowledge the  Papacy  or  nor,  if  they  dance  notfuiu- 
b!y  to/heir  piping,  that i*,croffe  their  defignes.  Hence 
proceed  their  pcrpetuall  Remonftrances  to  the  See  of 
Rome,  oi  the  remiiTion  and  indifference  of  Catholic^ 
Princes  in  the  maintainance  of  the  Papacy,  and  extincti- 
on of  Heretkk?-  they  were  very  much  diffetisrVd 
with  Charles  the  fifth,  for  that,  having  fubdued  Fredc- 
rick.  Elector  of  Saxony  ,  he  took  not  away  his  life  with 
his  Electoral!  dignity  ,  and  put  all  the  Hercticks  to

death,  attributing  to  his  Lenity  towards  them  his  ill 
fucceffe  afterwards.  They  made  Henry  III.  of  France 
defpicable  in  the  fight  of  his  people  ,  becaufe  he  was 
not  as  violently  zealous  as  they  would  have  him,  for 
the  Papacie,  nor  prodigall  enough  of  Hereticks  blood, 
and  confequently  inllnuatcd  the  hardening  of  his 
death.  Their  quarrell  againft  Henry  IV.  was  hi*s  o- 
ver-countenancing  of  the  Huguenots ;  whence  it  came 
that  his  life  was  fo  often  attempted,  and  at  laft  re- 
ceived its  period  by  an  infamous  affafrlnate.  They 
raifed  diflimfaftions  between  their  greateft  Patron 
Ferdinand  the  eleventh  and  the  Pope,  whom  they  ex* 
afperated  againft  him  as  much  as  lay  in  their  power. 
Sec  Alphonfus  toletanut  in  his  Relation  of  the  Sleighti 
and  Stratagems  of  tbejtfuits  in  matters  of  Policy,  cap. 
22.  28.  29,  30.  31.  They  calfd  Henry  the  third  , 
King  of  the  Moatntes.  Nay,  the  Popes  themfelves  e- 
fcapc  them  not,  if  they  oppofe  their  defignes,  not- 
withftanding  their  particular  vow  and  dependanceon 
them,  as  maybefeenin  the  precedent  Piece  of  The 
Difcovery  of  tha  Society  in  relation  to  their  Politicks. 
Thus  was  SixM  Quintus ,  in  their  apprehenfions,  a 
Lutheran  and  a  Wolf ,  becaufe  he  would  not  counte- 
nance them  in  all  things ;  Henry  the  fourth,  an  abet- 
ter of  Herethk*  *  renegade,  an  Apoftate ;  the  Elector 
of  Saxony  a  Hogge\  William  of  Orange,  the  Prince  of 
Beggars  *,  for  others  they  had  other  termes  of  the 
fame  kind.  Nor  was  this  derogation  onely  verbaU, 
but  they  often  difcovered  their  violence  in  adions, 
by  endeavouring  the  ejection  and  difpofition  of  So- 
veraigne  Princes  out  of  their  lawfull  dominions*  and 
abfolvingfubjetfs  from  their  allegiance.  Upon  which 
account  came  thofe  Books  which  treated  of  the  ab- 
folute  power  of  the  Papacy  over  Kings,  and  their  de- 
pofitions  &c.  to  be  condemned  and  burnt.  See  Spe * 
culum  Jefuiticum,  Mant,  I  J.  where  there  is  a  Catalogue 
cf  thofe  Authors  th  at  maintained  that  unchriftian  opi* 
nion  j  out  of  which  we  fhall  cull  out  the  following*

A  Lisbo  Merchant  put  a  cabinet  of 
jewels  and  other  things  of  great  value  into  the  hands  of 
thejefuits,  to  be  divided  among  his  daughters,  who 
after  their  fathers  death  requiring  it  of  them ,  they 
fwore  he  had  beftowed  it  on  the  Society,  and  fo  un- 
did the  poore  wenches.  Another  Merchant  of  the 
fame  city  dying,  was  pcrfuaded  by  the  Jdhits  to  make 
the  Society  his  heire  j  the  next  of  kinne  not  know* 
kg  any  thing  of  it,  coming  to  take  pofTefllon  of  the  de- 
ceafed  houfe,  was  put  back  by  thofe  that  were  in  it 
with  this  anfwer,  The  Apofiles  (for  fothe  Jifuits  are 
called  in  thofe  parts )  wen '  the  heirs-,  whereupon  the 
poore  man  full  of  rcfentment  and  grief  cryes  out,  0 
Jtfut  ChriZi,  hadji  thou  had  fuck  Apoftles  about  thee , 
sbejews  never  durft  have  taken  theey  much  leffe,  crucifid 
thee !  But  the  trick  put  upon  them  by  the  Genuefes 
was  very  handfome,  when,  after  they  had  by  their  in- 
finuations  cajolfd  abundance  of  jewels  from  the  richer 
Citizens  wives,  they  were  by  the  Senate ,  forced  to  re- 
turne  them  to  their  husbands.  See  the  Book  of  the 
Je frits  Conference,  and  Spec.  Jefwt.  Mant.%. 

Parag.  28.  Ike  mn  in  multitudinem  Populi  fe  tra- 
hemes*  as  alfo  infinuating  themfelves  inn  a  familiarity 
mth  the  more  ordinary  fort  of  people.  J  from  the  court 
to  the  cottage,  from  the  Shcpheards  crook  to  the  See* 
pter,  from  the  higheft  to  the  loweft,  a  Jrfmt  finds  em* 
ployrnent,  it  concerns  him  to  know  what  is  faid,  what 
is  done,  what  confutations  are  carryed  on,  what's 
concluded,  at  all  times  and  in  all  places,  from  the 
wench  that  fweeps  the  kenncll  to  the  Princehein  the 
palace.  So  that  it  is  now  come  into  a  Proverbe ,  that 
a  Jefitit  tyiowes  what  Jupiter  whifpers  ]uno  in  the  earc. 
And  from  this  diving  of  theirs  into  the  knowledge  of 
all  things,  comes  it  to  paffe,  that  in  thofe  Cities  where 
they  are  grown  powerful!,  asCW/rn,  Afan,  and  others, 
no  Magistrate  is  chofen,noConful  created,  no  pcrfon 
put  into  any  publick  employment,  nopublick  edicl:

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parted,  without  the  fccret  fuffrage  of  thepoly-pragv, 
maticall  Jefuit. 

Parag.  29.  Famitiaritatem  cum  mulieribus  habentesi 
tdfque  inftruentes :  defirous  of  familiarity  with  women, 
and  inflrufling  them.)  Comonantto  the  Secret Iriftru- 
tiions  for  the  Super  jours  of the  Society ,  which  is  the 
third  piece  of  this  Treatife :  where  fee  more  as  to 
this  particular*  In  vain  therefore  do  we  expect  ano- 
ther Order  or  Society  of  men  wherein  this  Prophecy 
ihould  be  fulfilled,  for  as  to  what  is  faid  by  the  holy 
woman  in  this  Paragraph,  it  falls  fo  perpendicularly 
upon  the  Jefuits,that  he  is  too  much  a  partifan  of  theirs 
who  denyes  it.  This  familiarity  with  women,  a  fork 
of  creatures  ft ill'd  with  any  thing,  as  it  is  of  greae 
advantage,  fo  would  they  nuke  it  apriviledge  of  the 
Society,  and  take  i  t  very  unhandfomely  and  infolent* 
ly  done,  that  any  other  Monk  or  Frier  mould  fee 
footing  where  they  have  any  thing  to  do,  as  encroach- 
ing on  their  peculiar  Province.  And  indeed  how 
farre  they  have  as  to  this  point  over  reached  all  other 
Religious  Orders,  we  need  not  quote  books,  but  the 
obfervation  of  thofe  who  take  more  particular  notice 
of  their  demeanors. 

But  it  may  be  faid,  all  is  pardonable,  fince  the 
vow  they  have  made  of  chafiity  exempts  them  from 
all  fufpicion  of  irregular  converfation  with  them. 
How  tender  they  are  of  that ,  the  difcovery  made  in 
the  firft  piece  of  this  Collection,  though  coming  from 
an  exafperated,  apoftatiz'd  Jefuit ,  may  in  fome  mea% 
fare  be  credited.  When  they  arc  grown  old,  dry, 
exhaufted,  are  become  emeriti  in  the  Venereal}  Mili- 
tia, there  may  be  thoughts  of  fome  fuch  thing  as  3 
Vow  j  but  till  then,  why  fhould  we  imagine  Prometheus 
fuch  a  churle  to  them  as  not  to  have  furnifh'd  therh 
with  Livers,  and  all  things  requidte  for  thegreateft  of 
worldly  enjoyments  ?  Who  defires  linftances  of 
iShcir  iubiicmcs,  jrjKiy  look  into  Speculum  Jefnmum* 

F  f  ,  faff 
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Pagei96. 198.199.  228.  where  among  other  ftorie* 
is  that  of  Sommtrtnan  the  Jcfuit,  who  being  to  caftan 
eviUfpiritoutof  apoffeffed  Nun  in  Swifferknd3mzdc 
a  fliift  to  get  her  with  child. 

But  this  familiarity  of  theirs  with  women  proceeds 
from  a  pious  motive ,  their  inftruftion  and  edification 
of  their  foules.  The  world  hath  not  forgotten  their 
inftruftion  of  the  Oenuefts  and  Venetians  wives  ,  and 
the  confequences  thereof.  Had  the  Jefuiteffes  been 
confirmed ,  we  fhould  have  had  rare  work  between 
them ;  for  what  could  not  the  joint  endeavours  of  the 
futtelleft  wits  of  both  fexes  have  effefted  ?  But  it  was 
another  quarrell  they  had  againft  Urban  VIII.  that  he 
diflblv'd  the  female  Society  by  his  Bull  of  the  years 
1011,  upon  which*  one  writ  this  Epigram. 

Wxmtneus  fexus  fociuimmxtus  Jefu, 
franfeendit  ftxus  munia  fceminei : 

Non  tutit  banc  lakm  Urbani  vigilantia  Papat 
Suppreflit  Socks,  mox  Sociofque  premet* 

But  what  defign  they  have  in  this  familiarity  (which  is 
not  for  Lazarus  but  for  Marthas  fake  J  and  private 
unftruftions  of  Women,  we  are  yet  to  look  into.  The 

holy  woman  tells  us  that  it  is

fought  one  end ,  but  fhe  addes  another  undeniable 
caufe,  that  thtymay  filch  from  their  husbands  tofupply, 
them',  Money  ,  jewclls,  houfhold  ftufle,  &c.  They 
bave  made  it  lawfull  for  a  woman  to  take  money  from 
her  husband  to  buy  hcrcloaths  and  to  game  withall, 
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aTd^ylbodd A^^oii^rgrttitude  take  fome- 
what  the  more,  that  they  «£ have  to  beftow  0„  them 
for  their  indulgence  and  good  inflnftionf  -  Sec  My. 
Seryofjefuitifwe  LET.IX.pag.  m»  .N?&"f!'°n 
theV««r/i/  remember  both  them  and  the  nArrim. 
Alafle .'  what  can  that  woman  deny  who  is  liberall  of  • 
her  felf  I  Prudently  therefore  was  it  done  by  the  Ke« 
publickof  Ve»he,  who  conceiving  a  jealoufie,  at  the 
familiarity  of  the  Jaffa  with  their  Wives,  to  prevent 
the  inconveniences  that  might  enfue  made  a  divorce 
with  tht  Jefmts,  caufing  thofc  thing! >  which  they 
had  cunningly  cajollM  to  be  returned  to  the  right,

thatare  light  finger'd,  they  now  know  where  to  races 
with  receivers;  but  the  mifery  is,  they  11  give  them 
nothing  but  words  for  what  they  receive,  thoughot 
ever  fo  great  importance.  Prayer  is  a  commodity  tney 
have  lying  by  them,  and  will  truck  and  barter  with  a- 
ny  other  whatfoever,  and  gainc  by  it.    why  fhould 
they  fpend  their  breath,  hurt  their  tender  knees ,  and 
weare  out  their  toes  of  their  flippers  for  nothing  ?^lf 
they  pray  for  you,  it  matters  not  how  you  came  by 
what  you  give  them  for  their  pains.

Fatnianus  Strada,  in  his  Hnftory  of  the  Ltiw*Countrey 
wars,  relates,  that,  in  the  yeare  1574-  the  Spaniards 
hiving  laid  aheavie  tax  on  the  inhabitants  of  Antwerpe 
thefeditiousfouldiery  exercifeda  pious  liberality  on 
fome  of  the  Religious  Orders,  beftowlng  on  the  Fran- 
dfcans.qcbo*  Guilders  5  but  chat  the  Jefuits  were  fo 
farre  from  feeking  ought  fan  example  the  more  re- 
markable becaufe  fo  rare*,  confidering  the  humour  of 
the  Society  J  that  a  fumme  of  money  being  brought 
as  a  prcfent  to  their  Colledge  ,  they  at  firft  refufed  it 
but  afterward  received  it.  To  that  anfwers  the  ftory  of 
a  man,  who  intreated  to  fit  down  and  eat  with  others 
at  firft  out  of  medefty  refcfed,  but  afterward  repent- 
ing, and  perceiving  the  other  forbore  further  impor- 
tunity, asked  the  Matter  what  he  hadfaid  tohim  at 
his  coming  in,  I  intreated  you,  reply  d  the  other,  to  fit 
down  and  take  part  of  fuch  a*  you  found,  Oh,  faid  he 
now  I  underfland  you,  and  fo  fat  down,  and  fed  like  a 
Farmer.  Or  haply  the  reafon  of  their  refufall  was  be- 
caufe  the  Franafcans  were  prefented  before  them  3  cr 
haply  becaufe  the  firft  proffer  was  below  their  expecta- 
tion. But  of  their  modeftyin  that  kind,  lhmm% gives 
another  example ,  where  he  affirms  that>  they  got  fuch 
a  fumme  of  money  out  of  the  fpoiles  of  the  ci  ty  olAn~ 
werje  as  built  their  Colledge  at  Machlin,

viventibus  $r  a  mlth  .perverfts :  they  /hall  alfo  receive 
from  Princes  living  contrary  to  the  Law ,  and  from 
many  mcked  people.  J  From  any  that  fhall  give  them 
it  matters  not  what  they  are.  But ,  as  intempe- 
rance and  irregular  living  makes  a  harveft  for  Phy- 
ficians  j  and  coqtentiqn  js  the  nurfery  of  £etifoggei$ 
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and  Lawyers,  fo  are  the  mifcariages  and  exorbitances 
of  Princes  and  great  men  the  fecret  mines  and  reve- 
nues of  the  Jefuits,  Father  Cotton  would  not  hive  had 
fuch  an  influence  over  Henry  IV.  of  France,  as  not  to 
ask  any  thing  which  was  not  granted  him ,  had  he  not 
conniv'd  at  his  extravagances  and  breaches  of  the 
Lawes ,  and  afted  the  part  of  a  Qnatho ,  inftead  of 
that  of  ji  Nathan.  Nor  fhould  we  now  find  them  fo 
much  in  favour  and  efteem  with  great  men,  were  it  not 
for  their  complyances  and  diflimulation.

nation.) What  can  be  faid  lefTe  of  thofe  who  make 
finne  a  thing?  fo  imaginary  us  that  mod  men  are  inno-^ 
cent^who  palliate  all  crimes  *  who  maintain  homicide 
to  be  lawfull  upon  ever  fo  frivolous  occafions ,  who 
countenance  equivocations  ,  perjuries,  breaches  of 
truft,  and  the  violation  of  contracts,  who  authorife 
calumnies  and  recriminations ,  and  in  a  word,  bring 
an  odium  upon  the  Gofpell  and  Chriftian  profeflion, 
by  their  manifeft  elufions  thereof,then  that  they  follow 
thefuggeftionsof  Satan,  and  are  bewitched  by  the  plea- 
fures  of  finne  ?  But  that  they  are  guilty  of  thefe 
things,  the  Books  quoted  occasionally  in  this  Treatife3 . 
but  efpecially  that  of  the  Myftery  of  fefuitifme>  make 
evident. 

Yoxtht  delicacy  of  their  lives,  wh3t  could  the  good 
woman  have  faid  lefle  ?  Look  on  the  fumptuoufnefle  of 
their  Colledges,  Gardens,  Houfcs  of  recreation  \  peo- 
ple that  would  be  more  remarkable  for  their  auftcri- 
ries  then  delicacies  might  content  themfelves  witho- 
ther*.  But  indeed  how  can  they  be  otherwife  then  de* 
licate  who  are  the  eare  wigs  of  Princes,  and  perpetu- 
ally at  the  elbowes  Qf  great  men  I  But  it's  to  be  noted « 


fulfilled  in  the  Jejmts.  41 

that  this  delicate  life  is  tranfitory  and  fhort,\t  is  indeed 
but  juft  that  that  which  delights  lliould  bemomentany 
here,  that  which  torments  eternall  hereafter,  cfpecially 
to  thofe  who  prefer  the  pleafurcs  and  enjoyments  of 
this  life  before  the  felicities  of  the  next. 

But  they  fhall  be  lovers  of  delicacy,  even  to  fatiety, 
fayes  the  holy  Woman,  to  their  coft,  to  their  eternall 
damnation.    For  being  overwhelmed  with  the  pleafures 
of  finne,  and  overflowing  with  the  delights  and  ac- 
commodations of  life,  they  rnuft  needs  at  Jaft  come 
to  faciety.    But  what  terrible  noifc  is  that  of  eternal 
dmnatienl  What  other  harveft  can  be  expefted  from 
the  feeds  of  Sdtankall  fuggeftions,  fin full  pleafures,  and 
the  enjoyments  of  this  lite?    They  who  received  the 
good  things  of  this  life  are  according  to  the  GofpeMr 
to  expert  the  torments  of  the  other.    But  can  this  be 
the  portion  of  Jffumr  new  Apoftles  ,  a  new  order  of 
Religious  men,  the  companions  of  Jtfus  £  It  may,fince 
that  as  the  precedent  part  of  holy  Htldegards  prophe- 
cy is  verified  in  them,  as  hath  been  fhewn,  it  mull  be 
inferred,  that  what  followcth,  concerning  the  punifh- 
mcnts  due  to  fuch  as  (he  defcribes  >  muft  alfo  by  the 
fame  neceflity  be  fulfilled. 

Farag.  36.  Hac  auttm  mni&in  eis  aperta  mani~ 
feftafientpopulis  univerfis.  And  all  thefe  things  fhall  he  fo 
remarkable  in  them,  that  they  fhall  be  difcovered  and  be* 
come  manifeft  to  all  people)    They  have  abufed  and  de^ 
liaded  all  the  world,  itisjuft  their  artifices  and  deceits 
fhould  be  made  manifeft  to  all.    They  may  be  faid  in 
tome  meafure  to  have  difcovcr'd  them,  who  have  for- 
bidden the  authors  thereof  an  abode  in  their  doming 
ons,  asSwethland,  Norway,  Denmark*  England,  Scot*, 
land,  the  Lew  Countries  &c.  Their  flights  were  difco- 
vercd  in  Hungary ,  Bohemia,  the  principalities  of  Silefia^ 
Moravia,  Lufeiia,  about  the  years  1618. 1^19. 1620* 
upon  which  they  were  forced  to  remove  j  but  Frede* 
rick,  the  V.  dying  and  deprived  of  his  kingdome  of  Bo+* 
kmi**  they  were  afterwards  rcto'd ,  and  newGok 
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ledges  eretfed.  Manifeft  alfo  are  their  attempts  up- 
on Henry  the  fourth,  and  the  Kingdome  of  France,  as 
the  ads  of  the  Parlement  of  Paris,  and  Iholoufe,  the 
complaints  of  Sorbonne,  the  differences  between  them 
and  the  Univerfities ,  the  depofitions  protections 
and  procehes  of  the  reft  of  the  Clergy  all  over  the 
Chriftian  world ,  fufficiently  teftifie.  Who  hath  the 
curiofity  and  leafure  ,  may  ,  to  this  purpofe  reade  the 
Philippick  Orations  fpokenat  Paris  by Arnoldus,  Me- 
niltuSiBelloius,  BrulArdus,  DoUusr  Molin<eu$,  MoriviU 
kr'ms ,  Marion,  Pafquier ,  cfpecially  his  Jefuiticall 
Catechifme.  Nor  was  Poland  infenfible  thereof,as  may 
appear  by  the  Oration  of  a  Gatholick  Nobleman  of 
that  nation,  conarningthe  expulftonof  the  Jefuits  out  of 
the  Kingdome  of  Poland.  To  which  may  be  added  the 
confutations  of  the  Peers  of  that  Countrey,  in  a  Par, 
lementac  Warfow,  which  may  be  read  in  the  Jtfmkall 
Mercury. 

Parag.  37.  Ipfi  porrode  die  in  diem  durhresfcne- 
qwores  efficients ;  Moreover  they  /hall  become  more  in^ 
flexible  and  voorfe  every  day  then  other.)  Nature  is  not 
eafily  altered.  Tell  them  of  thefe  horrid  things  as  much 
as  you  will,  they  (hall  nevertheleflfe continue  to  main- 
tame  them.Tell  them  of  the  extravagances  of  their  dar- 
lings the  Cafuiftj%who  have  poifoned  Chriftian  do&rine 
with  their  pernicious  decifions,  they  mail  neverthelefte 
countenance  and  raaintaine  them.  They  were  troubled 
at  the  Author  of  the  Frovinciall Letters  for  ripping  up  of 
things  formerly  laid  to  their  charge,  never  mentioning 
whether  the  things  fo  urg'd  againft  them  were  reformed 
or  not.  Tis  a  difhonour  to  the  Society  to  retraft  any 
thing  that's  once  advane'd,  to  maintain  it,  though  ever 
fo  pernicious,  a  glory,  Thofe  Satanicall  fuggeflions  and 
pleafures  of  fin  which  they  fuck  in  in  their  younger  years, 
are  by  time  heightned  to  inflexibility  and  infenfibility 
in  wickednefs.j^/i/Hs  tels  us,  that  the  moft  daring  and 
confident  are  the  moft  cherifh'd,  countenanced  and  pre- 
fcrr'd,He  that  having  done  a  ?illanyacan  glory  in  it;and 
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outface  all  reprehenfion,  and  (mother  ail  remorfe ,  is  a 
perfon  for  any  employment. Confidence  is  that  they  en- 
deavour to  outvie  one  another  in  above  any,  as  know* 
ing  that  to  be  without  it*  is  the  onely  way  to  be  the  de* 
rifion  of  others. Upon  their  firft  coming  into  Cities  how 
humble,how  complyant,  and  complementing  are  the  y.^ 
But  when  they  are  once  fettled,  what  dare  they  not  at- 
tempt ? 

For  their  inflexibility*  Who  more  hard-hearted,  who 
more  inexorable  ?  as  if  their  bowels  were  furrounded 
with  flint,efpccially  where  they  are  in  any  power.  The 
Clergy  of  Portugal H  felt  the  weight  of  their  indepreca- 
bility  when  Philip  II,  of  Spain  invaded  that  Kingdome , 
If  they  can  get  a  Monaftery  from  fome  other  Order,int© 
their  hands,  no  intreaties  fhallever  g*?t  it  out  again.  But 
of  all,  thofcare  mo  ft  to  be  pitied  whom  they  keep  in 
fubterraneous  caves,  or  ftarve,  cr  beat  to  death,  as  may 
be  feen  by  the  fhort  enfuing  piece.Their  inhumanity  to- 
wards Charleston  to  Philip  II.  of  Spain  was  fuch,  that  it 
could  never  be  known  how  he  came  to  his  death, 
though  in  prlfon. The  cruelty  they  exercifed  upon  Sta» 
niflam  Kojlha  of  an  illuftrious  family  in  Poland  may  be 
feen  in  Kaderui  a  Jefuit,  in  the  life  of  Canifius  cap.  13.

But  moft  deplorable  and  cry  ing  is 
that  account  of  thepoore  expos' d  Orphans  of  theHof- 
pitall  in  BQurdeauxjo  fhew  that  no  confideration  of  hu- 
manity can  prevail  with  their  adamantine  hearts. 

Of  their  growing  mrfe  and  mrfe^  that  is ,  continuing 
in  a  conftant  courfe  of  wickednefTe,  its  a  thing  clearer 
then  to  need  proving,  onely  this  may  befaid,that  their 
infolence,  pride,  impiety  and  obftinacy  is. come  to  fuch 
height ,  that  they  arc  formidable  even  to  Popes  them* 
felvcs,as  may  be  feen  in  the  hiftory  ofP^4,  in  T.  d?  Vet- 
gas  c,i  5. 1 6.  of  which  kind  there  are  in  the  fame  Author 
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crarnpl6s,C.24.39,$$.$7.  how  they  treated  Sixm 
SlutntHs,  how  they  abutcdVrban  V/II.  may  befeenin 
Speculum  Jefunicum  p.  228,  and  225?.  of  their  unmer- 
cituJIncflc  towards  the  reft  of  the  Clergy,  See  r/;om# 
a?^c,io.n,  Spec.  Jtfuit.  Mint  6.9.  15,15.  $0 
that  if  that  ode  of  #<$>r*ce  had  been  a  Prophecy  ,  thev 
would  have  verifi'd  if,

01  others  who  will  be  glad  to  know  by  whom  they  have 
been  deluded,  that  they  may  accordingly  truftthem 
another  time.    Thus  when  England,  Scotland,  and  the 
rcltofthcplaccs  before  mentioned  found  them  out, 
weyftookthem  off,  and  would  give  them  no  more. 
Nay,  if  this  prophecy  faile  not,  other  kingdomes  will 
turne  them  out,  and  will  be  fo  farrc  from  giving  them  - 
o^gnt,  that  what  they  have,  even  thofc  feathers  which 
wcy  have  borrowed  from  the  reft  of  the  Glcrgy,where- 
with  like  the  Horatian  crow,  they  llrowted  fo  much, 
tne  almes  due  to  the  poor  and  indigent,  the  prefents 
that  are  made  them  out  of  robbeiies,  npines,  confix 
cated  goods,  &c.  fhall  be  taken  away  from  them,  and 
dirtnbutcd  among  others,  as  ithappend  to  the  Knights 
Implanon  theyeareof  Chrift  M.  CCC.  XII.  When 
theSpungis  full  itmuft  be  fqueez'd.  Spiritual!  goods, 
diverted  from  their  proper  ufe,  are  like  Eagles  feathers, 
confume  all  others  near  thera.

He  that  would 
have  the  name  of  an  Apoftle,  ought  to  live  fuitableto 
that  name  :  bur  for  fuch  Apoftles  as  are  oncly  nomi- 
nal!, fuppofitious,  or  rather  falfe  ones,  it  isafinnc 
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to  beftow  on  them  the  name  of  Apoftles.  But  t  o 
make  it  more  manifeft,  let  m  but  make  a  generall 
divifion  of  ApoflUh  into  the  trne  and  falfe  and  by  a  clear 
parallel  fee  whether  fide  they  are  to  be  rank'd  on,whom 
this  Prophecy  aimes  at. 

1.  The  true  Apoftles  were  called  by  Jefm>  and 
fent  about  the  world  for  the  converficn  of  thofe  that 
belong'd  to  the  houfe  of  Ifraeh,  thtfe  are  a  fort  of  prag- 
maticall  intermedlcrs  who  run  where  they  are  not  cal- 
led, and  preach  things  iBConfiftent  with  the  facred  pro- 
villons  of  the  Gholpcl. 

2.  TheApoflhh  contented  themftlves  wMi  the  ge- 
nerall name  of  Chrifluns^  not  arrogating  the  tide  of 
companions  to  Jefut :  thefe  flighting  the  common  appel- 
lation of  Chriftians,  will  needs  alTume  the  title  of  Socii9 
companions,  of  ]efus, 

3 .  :.  The  Apoftk%  were  fo  far  from  perfecting  others9, 
that  they  fi  ffered  perfecution  themlelves  ;  thofe,  who 
ftand  fo  much  upon  their  being  of  the  Society  of  Jefusi 
make  it  their  bufinefle  to  perfecute  and  crufh  ChriftianSi 
efpecially  fuch  as  are  eminent  for  their  piety  and  excel- 
lencies, and  engage  fo  much  as  may  be  the  fecular  po- 
wers of  the  world  agai  nft  them, 

4.  It  is  not  any  where  read,  that  the  Apoftles  either 
built  or  lived  in  royall  palaces :  the  new  Apoftles  build 
as  many  royall  palaces  as  they  do  Col  ledges,  where  they 
live  fplendidly,  not  after  the  rate  of  perfons  devoted  to 
poverty,  but  fuit  ably  to  the  magnificence  oi  Ktngs  and 
Princes. 

$ ,  The  Apoftles  were  not  burthenfome  to  any,  but 
.  avoided  it  above  all  things,  becapfe  noneihould  take 
offence,  imitating  therein  their  Lord  and  Mailer  who 
was  fo  much  to  feek  as  to  the  accommodations  of  this 
life,  as  that  he  had  not  what  the  fowls  of  the  aire ,  and 
the  foxes  are  not  unfurnifh'd  with  j  the  Jefuits  worry 
all  the  world  by  their  infariable  importunity,  grafping 
®Yen  that  which  fhould  fill  the  barking  bowels  of  the 
poor*  and  fick, 

■  '  6.-  Yb§,_ 
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6.  The  Apoftles  were  poore  fifhermen  and  trades- 
men, fuch  as  whole  brawny  hands  laborioufly  earned 
what  they  put  into  their  bellies,  as  Peter,  Faulfrc.  the 
Jefutts  arc  grown  wealthy  beyond  cither  Craffm  or 
Crcefus. 

7-  The  Apoftles  preached  up  fubje&ion  to  the  higher 
powers,  becaufe  they  are  of  God:  chefe  not  oneJy  difloive 
the  relation  between  People  and  Magiftrate,  by  being 
the  incendiaries  of  rebellions,  tumults,  and  defections 
but  celebrate,  countenance  and  encourage  thofe  that 
lay  their  facnlegious  hands  on  thofe  anointed  ones, 
and  attempt  their  lives,  abfolve  thofe  that  doit,  fwell 
sap  their  martyrologies  wich  their  names,  and  make 
them  equall  with  the  Patriarchs  in  Heaven. 

8.  The  Apoftles  admonition  and  command  to  wives 
was  that  they  mould  be  Jubjeft  to  their  husbands  h  the 
Jefutts  teach  them  to  be  Quaqmrs,  to  do  the  contrary  9 
and  by  their  infinuations  and  familiarity  with  them,ad- 
vife  them  to  bcfaJfeto,  and  filch  from  their  husbands 
that  they  may  the  better  gratifie  their  Evangelifts.  ' 

p.  The  ApoftUs  preached  humility,  parience,Iong- 
fuflering,  asthegreareftdemonflxations  of  true  Chri- 
stianity :  theft  have  found  out  maximcs  to  countenance 
men  in  their  ambition,  and  irregular  paffions,  by  teach- 
ing  them  that  honour  is  to  be  preferred  before  all 
things,  and  that  to  vindicate  ir,  a  box  o'th'ear,  aba- 
Sty  word,  a  gefture,is  ground  enough  for  a  man  to  fpiU 
the  blood  of  his  brother,  for  whom  Chrift  facriflced 
hmklte,  and  feed  his. 

io.  The  caufelefle  calumniating  of  one  s  brother 
was  a  thing  in  the  Apoftles  dtyes  wholly  unheard  of: 
iheje  have  made  it  fo  innocent,  and  fo  fafein  point  of 
confcjemfc; that  if  that  be  overthrow,  all  morall  Divinu 
^a:)troyed.  But  to  what  end  to  dreffe  up  fuch  a  ca. 
tal  >| eoi  inconfift^ntTcnents,  tolliew  the  vaft  dirTe- 
rem*  between  the  Apoftolicall  and  Jefumcall  doctrine  , 
wften  there  is  hardly  any  article  wherein  they  abfo- 
lately  agree  >  1 
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Parage  rfp.  Filii  iniquhath^fcigmi^veftrainolumw^ 
ye  funnel  of  iniquity,  we  will  have  nothing  to  do  with  your 
fcitncei,)  The  people,  as  they  are  more  and  more  iU 
luminated  nuke  ftill  greater  difcoveries  of  them  and  ao 
cordingly  betray  a  greater  averfion  for  them.  As  if  they 
fhouJd  fay,  time  hath  been  that  we  were  bewitched  by 
your  Learning  and  feeming  excellencies,  but,  now  we 
have  found  out  the  cheats  and  artifices  thereof, we  fhak* 
hands  with  you,  defy  your  further  acquaintance,  and 
will  not  be  trapann  d*  by  you.  But,  bleffed  Hildegtrdt 
will  no  milder  terme  then  fom  of  iniquity  cxpreffe  their 
villanies  and  thy  indignation?  No,  they  mull  endure 
it,  they  are  the  words  of  the  Prophetefie :  (he  docs  not 
call  them  {imply  wicked,  but  foni  of  iniquity  or  perditi- 
oa.  The  forme,  we  know,  is  theheire  of  his  Fathers 
poffcfflons  y  if  then  they  are  thefons  of  iniquity,  it  is 
but  fit  they  fhould  carry  away  the  inheritance  of  in- 
iquity. Now  what  that  ismayeafily  be  conje&ur'd: 
for  if  thofe  who  are  the  conductors  of  others  in  the 
wayes  of  righteoufnefie  ,  fliall  ftiine  likeftsrres  in  the 
firmament  of  Heaven*  it  follows,  on  the  other  fide  y 
that  thofe  who  corrupt  fuch  as  fball  corrupt  others  * 
fo  as  it  were  to  poyfon  all  mankinde  by  the  propa- 
gation of  iniquity ,  and  are  accordingly  the  fons  of 
iniquity,  ftiall  burn  like  eriflamed  brands  in  that  part 
which  is  oppofite  to  heaven,  A  fad  and  eternally  de- 
plorable inheritance . 

Nolumus  fciemias  veflras  y  we  will  have  nothing  to 
with  your  fciences.  Be  it  granted  you  are  the  moft 
learned,the  moft  experienc'd,the  moft  diligentjand  the 
moft  fuccefiefull  guides  and  Tutors  of  youth  ,  we 
will  have  nothing  to  do  with  yoa  nor  your  Learn- 
ing, for  you  are  the  teachers  of  iniquity  and  per- 
verfe  things,  xhefubverters  of  truth.  Your  fcience,  as 
wis  faid  in  the  beginning  is  an  <^ry,  imaginary  fcience, 
yourfanftity  nothing  but  perfonation  ; -yon  are  with* 
out  fhame  or  the  feare  of  God  before  your  cyes8 
There  arc  indeed  five   Arts  in  which  you  are 

beyond^ 
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beyond  all  degrees  of  further  perfection,  Adulation, 
Seduction,  Envy,  Hypocrifie,  and  Calumny.  But  all 
will  prove  unprofitable,  when  the  multitude  hath  dif- 
covercd  the  vanity  of  your  Sciences,  and  fay  they  will 
nave  nothing  to  do  with  them. 
.  * arag  97.  Nam prsfumptio  elata  vq%  dtceph :  for  an 
tnfolent  preemption  hat b  deceived  you.)  Preemption  is 
indeed  an  enemy  to  ftudy  9  and  hinders  the  progrcflfc 
or  fcience.  Nor  is  it  onely  a  hindrance  to  the  advance- 
ment of  Learning,  but  alfo  to  the  improvement  of  Pi. 
cty  and  the  works  thereof :  for  where  prcfumption^and 
that  attended  by  infolence ,  hath  planted  it  felf  in  the 
mind  of  a  man,  it  debars  true  Learning  and  the  ac- 
knowledgement of  Chrift ,  from  being  entertained 
there.  The  Jefnits  indeed  have  that  opinion  of  them- 
ielves,  and  would  have  all  others  think  no  lefle,  that 
they  ondy  have  admiffion  to  the  divine  Myfterie%  they 
onely  hold  a  nearer  correfpondence  with  J  E  S  II  S.  to 
them  the  Bleffcd  Virgin  communicatee  her  felf,  and  di- 
ctates their  books,  as  Mafcaregna*  prrfeflcs  of  himfelf  in 
that  Treatife  puhhfhed  by  i  :m ,  in  the  yeare  i6$6. 
whereof  there  are  fome  propofitions  laid  down  among 
the  Additional*  to  theMyftery  of  fcfitttifme,  that  they 
onely  ai  d  no  other  are  to  be  heard  ;  but  this  arrogance, 
this  prefumption  is  that  which  hath  deceived  them,  and 
whereby  they  have  deceived  and  will  deceive  others ,

And  this  is  divided  in- 
to two  branches,  one  relating  to  things  appertaining  to 
the  Belly,  the  other  to  what  is  not  much  below  it  $  ol 
their  performances  as  to  all  which,  how  well  they  ac- 
quitted themfelves,  maybefeenby  what  isalledged  in 
the  precedent  Paragraph.  But  the  holy  Prophetetic 
faith,  that  by  thefe  feverali  kinds  of  concupifcence* 
their  erroneous  hearts  are  fab  verted.  Nor  indeedxould 
it  be  otherwife;  for  where  Covetoufnefle,  Ambition, 
and  the  pieafures  of  theflelh  are  predominant,  it  will 
inevitably  follow,  that  a  mans  heart  moil  be  fuhverted. 
They  caft  a  darknclTe  over  the  intellectuaii  part,  c- 
clipfe  that  particle  of  Divine  infpiration  that  mould 
illuminate  a  man,  and  put  outthofe  fparkles  of  Vcr« 
tue  that  they  lye  under  the  embers  of  humane  Rea*
